'he conditlon of the anthracite
so0al trade shows thut spring hoas ar-
rived. The new price lists have not
been out long enough to show what
effect they will have on buying, though
o large amount of conl is golng for-
ward, particularly to buyers nlong the
Atlantic seaboard, 1t is believed thit
there will be no general strike at the
mines, The published utterances of
John Mitehell, president of the Unlted
Mine Workers, show n conservative
and concilintory attitude, und H o
utrike should come, It will be due to
the influence of one or two of the dis-
trict presidents In the Wyoming and
Lackawannn reglong. The discount of
60 cents per ton for April buying, it
#eems, was due to the general convic-
tion of the operators that it was bel-
1or (o jssue  spring price lists and
tnke the chances of a strike than to
rteek to maintain prices at winter level
for anovther month,

Much has been written recently
nbout the action of the Reading In
cutting off discounts to jobbers along
itls lines, This action did not exelte
surprige among those in the trade who
understand the gltuation, since one of
the avowed objects of the community
of interests is to do away with the
middlemen as far as convenient and
bring consumer and producer In closer
touch, It s not unlikely that other
anthracite ronds will follow the Read-
ing's lead, though there will probably
he no abhrupt general changes, and
ihe central selling agency plan for
for large centers like New York is still
in embryo.

At the head of 1he lakes, the market
rhows Jittle activity, but the pros-
pects favor more active ordering with
the opening of navigatlon than was
the case last year. In Chlcago terrl-
tory, likewlse, the opening of navi-
gation will see rather more ordering
than a yvear ago. The totnl demand
from all consuming territorles is suf-
ficient to tuke all the coal produced,
and aside from the inducement of the
Aprll discount, there is probably some
buying from a fear that after all there
may be a strike at the mines by May
1. Production is still below what it
raight have been, but for the winter's
fioods, A number of mines will not be
ible to get out & normal tonnage for
some time yet, partieularly in the
Lehigh region—Engineering and Mine
ing Journal,

Age Limit Is Extended.

The pension board appointed to ad-
minister the affuirs of the pension syse
tem recently Inaugurated by the
Lackawanna railrond, announced yes-
terday that the age forr compulgory re=
tirement under the new system has
been extended “rom 65 to T0 years,
Employes who ure retired at 50 will
be allowed a pension on the samne
busls and percentages as already pro-
viderdd for the 65 year lmit. The age
limit for optional retirement under the
sanctlon of the pension board has also
been extended from 60 to 69 years, in=-
cluglve, instead of 60 to 64 years, That
is, all employes at 70 will be regarded
as having attalned the maximum age
for active service and will be entitied
to honorable retirement and a pen-
gion, provided they have Leen with
the company for twenty-five or more
years, while those whose ages range
from 60 to 68 years, inclusive, and who
have served the company twenty-five
years or more, may be retired and
pensioned, if in the judgment of the
pengion board they are Incapacitated
for further service.

“The, changes were made both In
the Interest of the men and of the
sorvice,” sald o member of the pen-
#ion board yesterday. “We Dbelleve
that in extending the compulsory age
Hmit and at the same time Increas-
ing the period of optional retirement,
we have perfected an arrangement
that will best scrve the varied ree
guirements of all interests concerned."

The rules and rvegulations of the
penglon board have been issued In
printed form and distributed among
all employes.

You Can Talk with Whom You
Please While Traveling.
From the New York Sun,
There was conversation by telephone

Saturday afternoon between a railroad

fice, The train was the Overland Lim-
ited of the Chieago & Northwestern
line, standing in the Chicago station of
the rallrond, and from the observa-
tion car of the train W, B. Kniskern,
the generul passeng® agent of the
road, tolked with Henry A. Gross, the
road's general eastern agent, at his of-
fice at 461 Broadway nnd to several re-
porters for the New York newspapers,

The Overland Limited is declared to
be the fastest long distance traln in
the world, and runs dally from Chlcago
and San Franclsco, making the dis-
tance in 2 days 21 hours and 25 min-
utes, The company has just had bullt
an entire new equipment for the train,
costing $2,000,000 and bringing it up to
the hlghest standard of luxurious
Amerlean rallroad tralns, and hus gone
one better than any other of the many
fine trains which traverse this country
in supplying the observation car with a
telephone,

The telephone installment in the car
is attended by a regular operator and is
connected
whatever district or city the train is
in by means of a cable attached to a
tripod in the roof of the car. The
train's schedule being known, the tele-
phone companlies will detail an opera-
tor Lo attend its calls on time at all
stations, and so soon as the train stops
at n station the cable with which thut
gtation Is equipped will be connected at
the tripod on the car roof by a station
attendant, and the operator in the ear
will be instantly in communication
with the local "Central' without hav-
ing to "call her up."

At the terminals, Chicago and San
Francisco, the train will be In readi-:
ness for pasgengers forty-flve minutes
before laving time, and the idea is to
glve  personas who have forgotten
things which they wished to do, or hnve
left them undone fearing they
not reach the train in time if any more
puusea were made, ample opportunity
to settle themselves' for thelr journey
and then traneact from the observi-
tion car any further business swhich
the telephone will enable them to do,
En froute, messages may be sent from

one stalion to friends to call up the!

train at the next station, ete. On these
long trang-continental Journeys
stops at some Important points
much Jonger than the usual stops in
thig nelghborhood, ten minutes at Ced-
ar Rapids, twenty minutes at Omaha,
thirty-five minutes at Ogden, ete,

AMERICAN WOMEN DENTISTS.

L]
The First to Adopt the Profession
Wns o Jewess,

From the New Orleans Times-Detovial,

“"Women have w specinl aptitude for
dentistry, and It I8 o profession that is
iidmirably sulted to them, in many re-
spects,' sald o dentlst yesterday, "Oth-
er countries have recognized this fact
mueh more generally than ours, and
Germany, Sweden and even Hussla
have muny woimen dentlsts,

“The firat woman In this country to
adopt the profession was u Jewess, who
#tudied In the University of Maryland,
The diploma was withheld, *however,
because she wus a woman, 'The first
woman to recelve o diploma in dentig-
try was o Miss Malrsel, who was a
graduate of the Ohio Dental college in
1860. The second was Mme, Hirach-
fleld, who was graduated from the
Pennaylvania Dentul college In 1869,
and afterward went to Berlin, where
she was made court dentist, and had
the care of the teeth of the royal chil-
dren,

“I'ere are now nearly five hundred
women dentiste in the United Btates,
and they recelve exaotly as much pay
for thelr work as men do, The qualifi-
catlions for success In dentistry are a
good education, cultivated brain, tact,
patience and gentleness, and & thor-
ough control of the nerves. The last
quality is as lkely to be possessed by
women as men, as it 1s wholly a mat-
ter of temperament."

genfus, and Blalse Pascal was their champlon,
He wus a man of sterling integeity, and of groat
inte!leetual ubility, aml withal, & devout wem-
ber of the ehurch of Rome.
Jesuits, in reapect of their doctrine and their
conduct, wias at cnee witty, convincing and
merclless,  Mallgm  doclares  that. Paseal **did
more to ruin {he vame of Jesuit than all the
controversies of DProtestantism, or all the ful
minutions of the parliament of Paris.”  And of
the same Paseal, Macauley says:  *'His wpirit
| was the spirit of 8t Bernard; hut the delieacy of
his wit, the purity, the energy, the simplicity
of his l'Iwmr'..'. liad never been equalledn, except
by the groat masters of Adtic eloquence. Al
Burope read and adinired, loughed snd wept."
Weo must, lhowever, except from *all Europe,
the multitude of Jesuits whase philosoply lie cons
futed und whese conduct hie denounced,

It is nobt unusual to hear the chureh of Mome
represented as o mest delightful and tiving s
tiation of Chiistion love and brotherhood—all its
